Like him, he is the leader o£ the'conservative 


political and business forces of the nation.

In 1D20 he was 
a member of the King's Privy Council and in 1021 
was given a cabinet job—the presidency of the 
Board of Trade, something like our Department of 
Commerce. In 1922 at a famous meeting of the 
Carlton Club, Baldwin smashed the government 
of Lloyd George. 


He captained the revolt against further coali-

. port., the .government, lost its majority and came 


crashing down. A Conservative government fol- 
lowed.

Growing up with relatives who were thus inter- 


ested in music and art and literature as well as 
business, young Stanley also became catholic in 
his tastes. He went to Harrow, one of the great 
schools for boys of means. He was further edu- 
cated at Trinity College/Cambridge, where he com- 
bined a love for sports with a very-healthy lova 
for the classics in Latin, English and French litera- 
ture. And when he'came out he. settled down to a 
business career with his father.
